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Election/Restrictions 
1 . This application contains claims 1-38 directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: See claim 30 compounds 1-106. These compounds belong to different class 
of compounds containing various heterocyclic and non-heterocyclic groups. These are 
structurally different. See for example compound 77 which contain pyridine, compound 
85 contain morpholine (class 544), compound 102 contain 1, 4 diazine, compound 63 
contain oxarane group (class 549) and pyrazole (class 548). The species are 
independent or distinct because they have divergent subject matter. The search 
required for one cannot be used for other. Each are patentable distinct. 
Furthermore claims 35-38 are drawn to method of use. If Applicant choose to elect 
method claims they may elect one method of use by using one compound. 
Methods will be joined with the allowed genus of the compounds, when Applicants elect 
compound. 

Eligible for Rejoinder of method claims 

In order to be eligible for rejoinder, a claim to a nonelected invention must 
depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an allowable claim. A withdrawn 
claim that does not require all the limitations of an allowable claim will not be rejoined. 
Furthermore, where restriction was required between a product and a process of 
making and/or using the product, and the product invention was elected and 
subsequently found allowable, all claims to a nonelected process invention must 
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depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an allowable claim for the claims 
directed to that process invention to be eligible for rejoinder. See MPEP § 821.04(b). 

Until elected product claim is found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction 
requirement between product claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn 
process claim that are not commensurate in scope with an allowed product will not be 
rejoined. See "Guidance on Treatment of Product and process Claims in light of In re 
Ochiai, In re Brouwer and 35 U.S.C. § 103 (b)," 1184 O.G. 86 (March 26, 1996). 

In order to retain the right to rejoinder, applicant is advised that the claims to the 
nonelected invention(s) should be amended during prosecution to require the limitations 
of the elected invention. Failure to do so may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder. 
Rejoined claims must be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 
1.104. Thus, to be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability 
including the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 1 12.

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 , 35-38 is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
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is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.

3. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(i).
